STRICT AD LAW 


At .a meet'.MI of the board of direc- 
tors of the K-MAit Meiviinnt* Asao-la- 
Uon h«ld on Tu<?«lfiv «h« Sth among 
other matters •>: liunl•><•*» tiki'ii up. 
the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted:

That the legislative committee of

City Council and request the passage 
of an ordinance drawn up along the 
following lines: 
. ' 
Any person, firm, corporation or 
association, who. with intent to tell 
or In anywise dispose of merchandise, 
securities, service, or anything offer- 
ed by such person, firm, corporation 
or association directly or indirectly 
to the public for sale or distribution, 
or with Intent *o Increase the con- 
sumption thereof, or to induce the 
•public in any manner to enter into 
any obligation relating thereto, or to 
acquire title thereto, or any interest 
therein, makes, publishes, disnemi- 
naiea, circulates, or placfes before the 
public, of cause directly or indirectly 
to Be, made, published disseminated, 
circulated, or placed before the pub- 
lic in the City, .in. a. newoaper or other 
publication, or in the form of a book, 
notice, handbill, poster, bill, circular, 
pamphlet, or letter, or in any other 
way. 
an advertisement of any sort re- 
garding merchandise, securities, serv- 
ices, or anything so offered to the 
public, which advertisement contains 
,any assertion, representation or state- 
ment of fact which is untrue, de- 
ceptive or misleading, and which is 
knawn by such person, firm, corpora- 
tion or association or which by the 


<»xcerc!»e of reasonable car* ahould 
b0 known by such person, firm, cor- 
poration or association, to b* untrue, 
deceptive or 
misleading, shall be 


guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Any i*r»on violating any of the 
provision* of this ordinance, shall 
upon conviction thereof, be punished 
by a line of not more than 1250.00 or 
by Imprisonment of not more ':i..n 
sixty days, or by both fine and 1m- 
prinoninent. in the discretion of the 
court. A flrm. association or corpor- 
ation convicted of any offense under 
th0 provision of this ordinance shall 
bo lined not more than 1250.00. the 
member of the firm who Is responsi- 
ble for the conduct and management 
of the business of such firm, or the 
president or such othgr official who 
may be responsible for the conduct 
and management of such Association 
or corporation, may be Imprisoned for 
not more than sixty days, or the pun- 
ishment to such member of flrm or 
official of a corporation or associa- 
tion may Include both fine and Im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the 
court.

D. M. I. Prepared 


For Its Opening 
On September 20 


. The Danville Military Institute, his- 
toric secondary school of high stand- 
Ing for youths arid boy«, and which 
in to be operated hereafter by the 
Presbyterian Synod of Virginia and 
with Colonel W. M. Kemper. an ex- 
perienced anil successful educator, an 
superintendent Is now being 
nwlc 
ready for its opening on September 
20th—two weeks from yesterday. 
The 
Institute 
structures 
and 
grounds are being renovated, freshen- 
ed and equipped 
in a 
thoroughly 
modern manner and with added -com- 
fort for all who enroll as cadets. This 
work has been supervised and'direct- 
ed by Colonel Kemper and his wife 
and is being thoroughly done. 
Al-.' 
together the new owners of this valu- 
able plant have .expended or obligat- 
ed themselves to. expend $16,600 dur- 
ing the vacation period and particu- 
larly during the past' six weelc*s>Thls 
figure is exclusive of the big dining 
hall and superintendent's home, now 
well advanced In preliminary stages 
of construction. This will cost $15.- 
000 to $18.000 more, thus indicating 
that more than 
ISO.OOO will 
have 
been spent inline rehabilitation of 
the buildings and grounds. 
Colonel Kemper has had years of 
experience as a director of education- 
al institutions and is preparing to put 
his heart*as well as his cultured and 
practical mind Into the operation of 
the D. M, I. The faculty will consist 
of five male professor*, in addition to 
the superintendent., and has an ex- 
perienced lady as matron and house- 
keeper. 
The prospects are that the 
enrolment will be satisfactory in point 
of numbers, many applications both 
day students and boards having been 
received. 
The institute is an accred- 
ited secondary school with high rat- 
ing and with an excellent record bv 
former cadets. Its high standard both 
of scholarship and of deportment and 
demeanor will be firmly but kindly 
maintained at all times and every ef- 
fort will be made to surround 
the 
cadets with wholesome influences and 
exemplary instructors and to mold 
their characters as 
well as 
their 
minds to real manhood of the true 
type. 
The stately and striking castellated 
structure, standing on an ejewation 
half a mile south of the city is reach- 
ed by an excellent modern, smooth- 
surfaced highway and commands an 
excellent view of the higher portions 
of the city to the westward. Handsome 
old oaks flank the parade ground and 
athletic field, and beyond these the 
undulating topography makes for 
beauty, a natural ravine varying the 
level of the parade-ground. Just be- 
yond this' small ravine on an eleva- 
tion equal to that of the barracks and- 
adminlstration building the founda- 
tions of the new mess hall or dining 
quarters for'tbs cadets are completed 
and 
ready 
for- the superstructure, 
which will be pressed to completion 
as quickly as the materials can -be 
delivered. This will be a! substantial 
two story brick building. 30 by 45 
feet in dimensions and will be Con- 
structed in such a manner as to pro- 
vide assurance against fire. The sec- 
ond floor will be occupied by Colonel 
and Mrs. Kemper as their residence. 
The barracks and 
administration 
building has beer, thoroughly reno- 
vated and improved. 
The heating 
plant has beep thoroughly overhauled 
and reinforced and additional radia- 
tion provided, thus assuring comfort 
in the barracks and class rooms in 
any weather. The cadet quarters are 
comfortably eauipped and in • every 
room 
running water is available, 
either warm or cold. The walls have 
been freshened ancTTarightened, the 
porches renewed and all the equip- 
ment of "the plant thoroughly over- 
hauled and put in first class condition 
The rooms are all electrically lighted. 
It is proposed also to install a num- 
ber of new desks in the 
asse'mbly- 
room and study hall, thus providing 
uniformity and improved equipment. 
The quadrangle inclosed partially by 
the main building and wings has .been 
given a base of crushed stone, with 
a thick layer of pulverized stone, pro- 
viding good walking at any time. 
One of , the improvements Colonel 
Kemper has had made and has per- 
sonally supervised during the summer 
is the filling and leveling of the east- 
ern portion of the campus, which has 
been brought up to a level and sown 
with grass. A new entranfce on an 
excellent 
grade has 
been provided 
from the Yanceyville macadam road 
to the barracks, providing entrance 
to the property at the rear of the 
main building. 
Other improvements 


of the grounds are in contemplation, 
and when the new mess hall build- 
Ing has been completed, it is contem- 
plated to convert the present one on 
the site of the old one into a spacious 
gymnasium, with a swimmii:* pool 
beneath. Already the barracks pro- 
vide excellent shower baths, lavator- 
ies and toilet rooms.

upset of the primary is the contest 
for congressmen in the eleventh dis- 
trict, where Congressman Adolph P.
